«“ {am happy to state to you that the past sum- 
mer and autumn has been a precious season to us. 
We have hada glorious work of divine grace. 
More than forty, it is expected, will be admitted to 
our communion the first Sabbath in December. 
'These are chiefly youth, who were dedicated to 
God by baptism in their infancy. 

« There are indications still, that the Holy Spirit 
hath not forsaken us wholly. ‘The weekly evening 
meetings are for the most part solemn and interest- 
ing: and there is great attention given to the Word 
on the Lord's day. A number of persons are still 
inquiring the way to heaven: but Christians are 
not so universally engaged as they have been, and 
we feel the hand of oppression from our enemies. 

« Next week on Wednesday, there is to be a uni- 
versalist ordained in this place. ‘This, to be sure, 
isa bold and daring attempt at this junctvre, to 
serve the cause of the Adversary; we fvel, how- 
ever, that it is the hand of the Lord who intends 
to know who are his friends, and who are his foes, 
even in this world of sin and deception, This 
movement will, I trust, drive the children of God 
to the throne of grace, to beseech Him that we may 
be made more faithful and watchful, over our 
hearts and the cause of Christ. 

“« My parish consists of about three or four hun- 
dred souls, scattered through the town in rarious 
directions, My labors are of necessity many; du- 
ring the spring, summer, and autumn, | heve uni- 
formly preached three times on the Sabbah, and 
have commonly held evening meetings every night 
in the week, in some part of ny little parish, And 
I have reason to thank God, that he has added his 
blessing to my feeble efforts.” 

Remarks. 

1. Joyful as is the ‘ season of refreshing from 
the presence of the Lord,” any where, it s es- 
vecially so, when enjaqved by those portions of 
Zion, where desolation had thought to fix her tarone 
immoveable. 

2. Forty additions toa single feeble church on 
one Sabbath! Forty souls, and more, hopefully 
made the subjects of grace, during a few months, 
and that too, amid the preaching of universalism, 
and the abounding of other sectarian influences! 
Whence these results? Whence, but from the bles- 
sing of God, on the instrumentality of his own Aj. 
pointment—the instrumentality ofa preaehed gos- 

vel, sustained by the spirit of Homme Missions! 

Vithout Missionary aid, this spot, so highly favor- 
ed of the Lord, had continued to this hour a mo- 
ral desart. Will any contributor to Home Mis- 
sions regret his contributions? Will he not rather 


wish they had heen much iarger? Who is the man ! 


that has bestowed $50 on this object? ‘That $50 


has given to this feeble church the ministrations of 


the gospel, and secured for it the rain of righte- 
Ousness ! 

3. Missionaries have a right to consult their 
health, not their ease. Special obligations rest on 
them to labor with all their might, that their min- 
istry be not blamed, and that they give none oc- 
casion to the friends of Christ, more than his ene- 
mies, to say, “why stand ye here all the day 
idle.” A Missionary drone isa nuisance to the 
whole church of God. It is believed that they are 
few in number—but all missionaries do not and 
perhaps cannot preach three times on the Sabhati, 
and every night in the week, even in “ time of har- 
vest.” Blessed is he, however, “ whom his Lord 
when he cometh shall find so doing.”

CHRISTIAN SABBATH.

Sources of danger to the Sabbath. 

One of these causes is found in the rapid growth 
of our large cities. ‘The urgencies of business too 
often tempt merchants to spend the Sabbath in 
posting their books, in calculating the probable 
results of some gainful enterprise, or in reading and 
writing letters of commercial correspondence. In 
many a splendid mansion may you find servants 
detained from the house of God to minister to the 
artificial wants ofa rich and luxurious master. 
The lower classes toil for the higher: wealth fur- 
nishes its possessors with the means of gratifying 
their desires, and tempts the gay, pleasure-loving 
crowd to extend their fashionable amusements 
through the sacred hours of that day which has 
heen set apart by the laws of God and man for the 
high and holy purposes of religion. Pass through 
the streets of some of our largest cities, and you 
might imagine, that wealth, and beauty, and fash- 
jon, and pleasure, and vice, and even poverty in 
her tatters, had all come forth in one motley 
group to trample the Sabbath under their feet.

The evil is much aggravated by the influx of 


foreigners. Some of our large cities are almost 
overrun by emigrants from the old world, who, 


having been accustomed from their childhood to | 


regard the Sabbath as a sort of holiday,bring along 
with them the lax notions of Catholic Europe, and 
continue here to convert the Sabbath, excepta féw 
hours occasionally spent in public worship, into a 
day of visiting, recreation and secular business.

jand in groups so small, that they can expect rare- 
ly, if ever, to enjoy their former and still favorite 
modes of worship. 

A third source of danger may he seen in our 
manufacturing establishments. ‘The evil commen- 


sing with their outset, springs almost necessarily | 


from their origin and progress, The workmen 


employed in erecting edifices, constructing machi- | 
nery, and making other preparations requisite for | 


the fabrication of our various manufactures, are 
Jeft so long without the means of grace, that the 
seeds of irreligion and even of general skepticism 
strike their roots too deep to be soon, or easily 
eradicated. ' 
employed in these manufactories, are young, far 
away from the wing of parental guardianship, and 
perhaps rejoicing in their temporary freedom from 
those restraints which onee kept them within the 
hallowed atmosphere of piety, and promised ere 
Jong to establish their goings in the strait and nar- 
row way that leadeth unto life eternal. Most of 
the population are transient, and succeed each oth- 
er too rapidly to feel much solicitude for the gene- 
ral character and permanent interests of the place. 
Many of them are mere adventurers, or workmen 
employed in jobs or day-labor, too many of whom, 
paying little regard to their own reputation,and still

The mischief is also extended far and wide by 
the spiritual desolations of our land, Our popula- 
tion Is Increasing much faster than the means of

freighted with the blessings of time and eternity, 
is seldom, perhaps never, seen floating on the fore- 
most Wave; and thus are places and communities 


fast multiplying where the Gospel is rarely heard, | 


and the Sabbath scarcely known except as aday of 


| idleness, revelry and vice. 


But evils far more alarming have arisen from 
the practice of running canal-boats, stages, and 
steam-boats on the Sabbath. It is almost impossi- 
ble for any other than an eye-witness of the evil 


fully to imagine its present extent, and the fearful | 


rapidity ofits growth. Our canals are lined with 
boats on this holy day; stages without number are 


running in every direction; and the atmosphere | 


along our rivers, lakes and sea-shores is darkened 


with the fumes of our steam-boats. This is a most | 
prolific source of evil; it tempts tens of thousands | 
all over the land to disregard the Sabbath, and thus | 


threatens ere long to destroy its blessed influence 
in some, if not in all parts ol our country. 

We might mention other causes. We might 
allude to the example of many whose wealth, tal- 
ents and general respectability arm them witha 


haleful power to demoralize society; of legislators | 
who trample on the very laws which they have | 


themselves made to guard the sanctity of the Sab- 


| bath; and even of Congress itsell holding its ses- | 


sions in a few instances on this sacred day, and by 
its regulations for the post-otfice department actu- 
ally compelling thousands of public servants to vi- 
olate that day which God and our country have 
consecrated to rest and devotion.

WHAT CHURCH SHALL I JOIN? 
It is strange, what motives are allowed to have 


influence in deciding this question; and still more, 


the kindred question, among those who do not re- 
gard themselves as pious,—Wwhat church shall | 
support? ‘These are questions, on which nothing 
but a sacred regard for tTrutH can be allowed to 
have influence in an honorable mind, without ade- 
parture of that mind, in that instance, from the 
law of its own hAonorasleness; nor in a pious 
mind, without a departure from the law of its own 
piety. And yet, one attaches himself to a certain 
church, as a member, or a supporter, or an attend- 
ant, because fashionable people belong to it; an- 
other, because fashionable people do not belong to 
it; another, because his customers belong to it; 
another, because his rivals in business goa different 
way; another, to be like his associates; and another, 
to be different from them. Some choose their place 
of worship, because they like the house, its loea- 
tion, orits music, Some, because they are pleased 
with the minister—not that they think his instruc- 
tions any more likely to save the soul than another 
man’s, but merely because they ‘ take a fancy to 
him. Some attend on one church, because some 


' meinber of another has offended them; and others, 


because they carn go there cheaper, without being 
thought niggardly. Some are determined ia their 
choice by party politics, or town politics, or even 
the state of parties in a school! district. Of those 
who decide on such grounds, some decide contrary 
to their belief; but much the greater part have no 
belief, till they insensibly adopt, or rather forma 
habit of acquiescing in, that of those with whom 
they go. 

Now, all such persons, whatever their characters 
may be in the main, are in this thing arrant trai- 
tors to the truth. “hey are, whether they ever 
thought of itor not, guilty of dishonesty. 


God of truth, The lie mingles with the worship 
they offer him, and is a part of it. 
they believed that God requires them to be there 
rather than at any other place; while they do not 
believe it. ‘They virtually and visibly profess this 
belief, which they do not hold, in every act of wor- 
ship they perform; and this, in a pious mind, isa 
departure from the law of its own piety; and in an 
honorable mind, a departure from the law of its 
own honorableness. 

Some of the excuses for such a course appear 
very plausible to a mind that never thought in ear- 
nest on the subject. For instance— These sev- 
eral denominations all agree in the most impor- 
tant truths.—If one lives up to the doctrines of ei- 
ther, he will go to heaven when he dies. The 
points on which they ditler, of course, must be un-

Such sins ought to be 
pointed out before they become general, 

2. There are cases, where it isa man’sduty to 
support achurech, which he regards as holding 
some error. It may be the only way in which he 
can secure for himself and his family the preaching 
of importairt truth; and he may do itin sucha 
way as not to be misunderstood.

If persons 
of some consequence will comlescend to ofticiate 
as visitors, and by kind words encourage the good 
among these hitherto despised and neglected crea- 
tures, and give gentle reproof to those who stray 
| from their duty, a wonderful effect will in a few 
| months be discoverable.—Were | amoung you, I 
would call forth the gentlemen to visit the boys, 
and the ladies to saperintend the girls.—Go to 
Brentford and learn of Mrs. Trimmer !—This is 
what [ should say to the ladies of Chelsea. I 
would beg leave to recommend the perusal of 
Mrs. ‘Trimmer’s ASconomy of Charity ; it may 
be had at Johnson's, in St. Paul's Chureli-yard. 
It had been sometimes a difficult task to keep 
the children in proper order, when they were ail 
assembled at church, but [now set very near them 
myself, which has had the etleetof preserving the 
most perfect decorum. Atler the sermon in the 
inorning they return home to dinner, and meet 
at the schools at half after one ; and are dismis- 
sed at five, with strict injunctions to observe a 
quiet behaviour, free from al! noise or clamour.— 
Before the business is begua in the morning they 
all kneel down while a preyer is read, and the 
same before dismission in the evening. 
jas examples of diligence, quietness in behaviour, 
observance of order, kindness to their companions, 
&c. &e., I give some lithe token of my regard, 
asa pair of shoes if they are barefooted, and some
